The Polis» emigration is of valve to Communist puenoses because of its muczers and 
its potential for subversive activities. Diplomatic representatives «f the Polish 
vovermment in France deny this decrease in Communist sympathizers. (The divlouats 
include Praenyslay Cerodzinski, Charge d'Affaires, who is a close velative of Zdzislaw 
Covodginsii, the offiecr of s/s Pilica who junocd Shio in London in early July 1953.) 
But Communist activists assert that the Polish diplomats don't vant to “ecoric versona 
non grata in France and steer clear of contacts with active Cormmmists of Polish 
origin. Polish Communists also accuse the French CP of takine advansagc of the Péles 
and makine them do the dirty work. 


"Such opinions are being voiced by Stanislaw lubiak, who is a trvsted UP asent in 
Pas de Calais. He is head cf the so-called indenendent % observation post for the 
Pas de Calais district, sthich is subordinate to the UP unit in Paris. Ue is a men- 
ber of the CGT and cormleted some s.ecial sccret courses in Paris in 196 <hich 
trained hin for his present job.

"It is evident wnat the slow diindiinc in numbers of Polish Communiss syroathizers 

is caused mainly by their confusion in lace of the unscrupulous tactics of the C2 
Since ‘yorld Var IT. Put it can hardly be exvected that the versons res.onsible for 
Communist nvopaganda, cither in the Polish Embassy or the vrovincial netyorlk, will 
acnit this. They cite the renvisais of the French authorities. Thus ~epresentatives 
of the Polish official information agencies in Paris have Zor sone time hinted that 
the new Soviet anbassador to France, Vinogradov, is coming to the reseve of the Po- 
lish Cowmunists in the country. Such propagandists as Idai Ancelot of DIP (PBiuro 
Infornacji Prasouej) and Rogdan soszkowiez of PAP (Polska Agencja Srasouwa) assert 
that the ambassador has veceived instructions to ecnvey to the French authorities 
l.oscow's displeasure at the discrimination against the ‘'cenuinely democratic Poles! 
in France. Such rumors, though most unlikely, may have some reassuring influence on 
the move naive Polish comrades in France. 
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
